School Is Twenty 
Years Old; On Present 
Site Since 1937 


PROGRAM STARTS 
AT ONE-THIRTY 


Today marks the twentieth an- 
niversary of the founding of Sa- 
linas Junior College. When it 
was moved to its new founda- 
tion on Homestead Avenue in 
1937, a total of 200 students and 
a dozen teachers. were enrolled. 
It has proven itself the fastest 
growing junior college in the 
state, for at the present time 850 
are registered under a faculty 
of 27. 

In 1937, when the ten score 
students invaded the campus, it 
included one long hall connect- 
ing ten odd classrooms and’ a 
plowed field. In the summer 
following, a lawn’ was planted 
on the field, and in three years’ 
time additional classrooms, a 
men’s gymnasium, coffee shop, 
and athletic fields have’ been 
added. It is easily seen that 
the faculty and students have 
more for which to celebrate to- 
day than ever before.

Opening the dedicatory cere- 
mony of the twentieth birthday 
of the Salinas Junior College, 
the Jaysee band will play “The 
Star Spangled Banner” at 1:30 
o’clock, followed by a talk by 
Charles Stefan, representing the 
students of this institution. 

John Lemos, president of -the 
junior college when it was first 
organized, will speak then upon 
the history of the school as he 
has watched it progress. 

The men’s quartet, led by 
Gertrude Lowe, will present sev- 
eral selections, followed by Pres- 
ident Richard J. Werner’s talk. 
As guest speaker, R. D. Case, 
superintendent of Salinas City 
Schools and the Salinas Union 
high school, will present several 
outstanding facts in the history 
of Salinas Junior College.

SYPHILIS LECTURE 
FILM 


Preceding three reels of film 
on syphilis and its treatment, 
Dr. Dwight Bissell gave an in- 
formative lecture upon this topic 


Wednesday morning. Dr. Bissell, 
Monterey County health officer, 
first had outlines passed to the 
students, following this outline 
as a hasis for his talk. 

The five-page outline is to be 
kept for the basis of another 
lecture to be presented April 1. 
This will cover two other vener- 
eal diseases in close connection 
with syphilis — gonorrhea and 
chancroid. Including a map chart 
of Monterey with shaded areas 
of infection and treatments, and 
graph charts showing the com- 
parison of age groups of gonor- 
rhea and syphilis victims, the 
mimeographed outline is. of val- 
uable information to students 
and adults alike in helping to 
stamp out the scourge of disease. 

The -three stages of syphilis 
may be easily recognized by the 
patient, Dr. Bissell stated, al- 
though many victims are ignor- 
ant of their infectious condition, 
Ultimate results of this ignor- 
ance include certain types of 
heart disease and insanity, blind- 
ness, and inability to walk. 

Controlling the epidemics of 
syphilis is undertaken from dif- 
ferent viewpoints — community, 
individual, population groups, 
and venereal disease clinics. 

Requiring a long period of 
time, treatment for syphilis 
usually cures about 95 per cent 
of ‘the victims if started during 
the first stages of infection, Dr. 
Bissell admitted. Muscular and 
intravenous therapy are two of 
the most successful methods. of 
treatment, although récently ma- 
lerial and heat treatments for 
insanity have proven successful 
in curing patients if they are not 
in the latent or tertiary period.

All mathematics now taught 
by Messrs. Langdon, Gardner, 
McCallum, Robinson, and Sauble 
will be handled by the new 
mathematics instructor. 

Preliminary lists, just received 
by Mr. Werner, indicate that 
neighboring high schools will 
graduate larger classes this year 
than ever before. 

No teachers for the Jaysee 
have so far been definitely sel- 
ected, but many applications 
have been received, and recom- 
mendations will be made -about 
the middle of May.

No doubt our school spirit 
has been eligible for improve- 
ment for some time, but only 
since the recently-aired Battery 
vs. Commission fracas have we 
really decided to do something 
about this deplorable lack of in- 
terest in school affairs here. 

Remedies have been suggested 
by the dozen. Some have ap- 
peared in the Battery from time 
to time. But, as I see it, the re- 
formers have been more or less 
working in the dark and under 
the assumption that all the stu- 
dents know what is meant by 
school spirit. Do they? I’m 
afraid the sad part of it is they 
don’t. School spirit is not some- 
thing that we are expected to 
turn on at every football game, 
regardless of opinions to the 
contrary, and it does not eman- 
ate hollowly from megaphones. 
Defined, it is a personal quality 
which denotes interest and par- 
ticipation in one’s school and its 
functions; we either have it or 
we don’t. 


But I think most of us have it 
and that each of us can develop 
it. How? ‘It isn’t hard. Surely 
we can each do something to 
better ourselves. We can join a 
club, go to the assemblies and 
dances, (which, by the way, are 
going to be held more regularly 
from now on), or we can “play 
on the team” if we are athletical- 
ly minded, or say... why can’t 
we tell the Battery what we 
think once in a while? This 
publication is only too glad to 
receive suggestions, as long as 
they. are, constructive. And if 
each of us does something, and 
shows that he is not an absolute 
dead-beat, well, we just won't 
have to talk about lack of school 
spirit any longer. 

Also, in self-improvement, we 
will have bettered the school 
tremendously. But why is join- 
ing a club or attending an as- 
sembly so difficult? The truth 


is, it isn’t — after the first 
plunge. So shut your eyes and 
try it. It points toward more 


fun for you and a_ generally 
more substantial school spirit all 
around, 

Incidentally, if you read an 
editorial in the March 15 issue 
of the Battery, you read an un- 
compromisingly direct statement 
of the circumstances which ac- 
tually exist around this Jaysee. 
The article was written after the 
first big attempt to -stimulate 
school spirit had flopped. It was 
a dance and it had not so much 
as cleared expenses. 

We know that the article was 
read and re-read, and the com- 
mon opinion still is that its writ- 
er, Ellen Lowell, should win a 
palm for her work. — It really 
hit home. 

Now that the Battery has in- 
augurated this re-inauguration of 
school spirit, and now that the 
commission has furthered its 
idea, the rest is up to us stu- 
dents, isn’t it? 

Sure, .there are assemblies and 
dances — let’s go to them! Of 
course there are clubs — let's 
join them! Naturally we HAVE 
school spirit — let’s show it!

Record Releases 

“OOH WHAT YOU SAID” — 
Bob Crosby on Decca. This falls 
short of being one of the best 
waxed popular tunes of the 
month due to a sloppy rhythm 
section. However, Irving Fazola 
on clarinet, and Eddie Miller on 
tenor sax do a great.deal in mak- 
ing this cut as good’ as it is. The 
ensemble work is excellent and 
succeeds partly in covering up 
the bad rhythm section work. 

“PEACH TREE STREET” — 
Woody Herman on Decca. The 
stylings are. much the same as 
those of “Basin Street Blues” but 
click in a sparkling manner as 
have most of Woody’s releases 
lately. The solidity of this side 
is temporarily weakened by Her- 
man’s vocal but the compensa- 
tion for this comes when Woody 
drops a few hot licks from his 
clarinet while Neal Reid gets his 
kicks in on his slip-horn. 

“STEALIN’ APPLES” — Benny 
Goodman on Columbia. This 
ditty was introduced last sum- 
mer by Benny while he held 
forth at the fair. At that time 
it was only a sextette orchestra- 
tion but since then it has been 
improved, thanks to Fletcher 
Henderson, and arranged for the 
entire band. It is good most of 
the way through but sags in 
some places. The entire record 
is remarkably good considering 
the inadequate recording facili- 
ties used. 

“FOR DANCERS ONLY” — 
Jimmy Lunceford on Decca. This 
is an old Lunceford release but 
a fine platter in anyone’s lang- 
uage. This record starts off 
sounding like “Christopher Co- 
lumbus” but soon strays away 
rom this into various brass 
figures. It has plenty of drive 
and excells in rock as it nears 
the end. Equally as good, is the 
reverse, “COQUETTE”: The 
vocal is delivered by the very 
capable Dan Grisson. The phras- 
ing is excellent along with a 
well-timmed background. While 
there is no outstanding solo work 
it is a refreshing bit of sweet 
swing.
